Chefoo, July 19.—No news 
whatever has come out from Port 
Arthur recently, but the belief 
that the final assaulf will be this 
week is growing. Newspaper cor- 
respondents are arriving here from 
Japanese and Chinese ports ::nd 
are ready to get over to J ort 
Arthur immediately after its fall. 


St. Petersburg, July 29.—The 
head of the column advanced from 
Ikhavuan at 11 o’clock. A battal- 
ion of the second dislodged a Jap- 
anese out post. at the point of the 
bayonet at the crossing of the Lako 
and the Sinkia road. The d-tails 
of this engagement have not yet 
been verified, butit isin general 
c urse accordining to telegraphic 
reports sent in by Gen. Kellar. 
Our losses have not yet exactly 
been ascertained, but Gen. Keller 
reports that they exceed one thou- 
sand.
